It is waned in Ottawa that the 
Hon. Mr. Dewdney, Minister of the 
Interior, will make an official visit 
to the Northwest this fall. If such 
should prove to be the case, an in- 
vitation should be extended to him | 
to visit this District. Our require- 
ments never received the attention 
which they merited until after the 
late Minister of the Interior came 
and saw for himself what was wanted, 
and we believe that a visit from the 
present Minister would benefit this 
District. We have been tor a num 
ber of years urging on the Govern 
ment the pressing need of a railway, 
but so far without success. True, 
they have granted charters and are 
reported to have entered into some 
arrangement with the directors of the 
Regina and Long Lake road, by 
terms of which that road is to be 
extended to Prince Albert some time 
in the uncertain future. So far we 
have been kept in blissful ignorance 
as tothe terms of that agreement, 
and there is no indication of any- 
thing being done towards the con- 
struction of the road in question. If 
the holders of that or any other rail- 
way charter are not able to build, 
their charter should be cancelled. 
The Government should compei 
them to go ahead, and -should give 
them such assistance as would secure 
the immediate construction of lines 
of railway to the principal settle- 
ments on the Saskatchewan. = It 
would very soon pay to operate a 
cailway to this district. This year, 
‘as well as former years, has demon- 
strated that xood crops of all kinds 
can be raised, and the country is 
unsurpassed for stock-raising. Of 
Course at present we do not raise 
more than enough for home con- 
sumption, and one train might carry 
out our entire surplus. © But with 
the prospect of finding an outside 
market, thousands and thousands of 
bushels would be raised annually, 
even by the farmers we now have. 
A railway would bring in settlers, 
and our millions of acres of choice 
€arming and grazing lands would be- 
come productive. Saskatchewan is 
the garden of the Northwest; its 
soil is as fertile as that of any other 
district, and there is abundance of 
wood, rater and building material
